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MASSACHUSETTS  BAY  TRANSPORTATION  AUTHORITY 


The  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority,  created  by  the 
Legislature  in  1964,  is  charged  with  mass  transportation  responsibilities 
for  79  communities  in  the  Boston  metropolitan  region,  with  a population  of 
2.8  million. 

Henry  Sears  Lodge  is  Chairman  of  the  five-member  Board  of  Directors, 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  and  Joseph  C.  Kelly  is  General  Manager,  responsible 
for  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the  Authority.  An  Advisory  Board,  consisting 
of  delegates  from  each  of  the  communities  in  the  district,  has  control  over 
the  budget  and  fare  structure  of  the  MBTA. 

In  1971,  the  MBTA  carried  approximately  150  million  passengers  and, 
in  addition,  subsidized  certain  private  carrier  operations,  including  rail- 
roads and  bus  companies,  which  carried  about  12  million  passengers.  The  MBTA 
has  about  6,500  employees. 

Only  38.2  percent  of  the  1971  operating  expenses  of  $138.4  million 
were  met  from  fares.  The  result,  in  1972,  was  an  assessment  on  the  79 
cities  and  towns  in  the  MBTA  district  of  $63.2  million. 

The  first  phase  of  a high-speed  rail  line  to  the  South  Shore  -- 
6.2  miles  to  Quincy  --  was  opened  in  September  1971.  Several  other  projects 
are  currently  moving  toward  completion.

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MASSACHUSETTS  HEALTH  AND  EDUCATIONAL  FACILITIES  AUTHORITY 


The  Massachusetts  Health  and  Educational  Facilities  Authority, 
established  by  the  Legislature  in  1968,  has  nine  members  appointed  by  the 
Governor.  Chairman  is  Mark  C.  Wheeler,  President,  New  England  Merchants 
National  Bank,  and  the  Executive  Director  is  Mr.  Samuel  C.  Brown. 

The  purpose  of  the  Authority  is  to  provide  assistance  to 
colleges,  universities,  and  hospitals  for  the  financing  and  refinancing 
of  construction  projects  and  for  programs  aimed  at  expanding  and  improving 
higher  education  and  health  care  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  Authority  is 
empowered  to  issue  bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes  to  be  repaid  by  the 
institutions  involved.  The  Authority  may  charge  participating  institutions 
and  hospitals  apportioned  fees  for  its  administrative  costs  and  for  the 
services  furnished  on  each  project. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1972,  the  Authority 
marketed  $18,330,000  in  revenue  bonds  and  $3,800,000  in  bond  anticipation 
notes.  This  funding  aided  in  the  financing  of  facilities  for  two  educa- 
tional institutions,  Stonehill  and  Lesley  Colleges,  and  three  medical 
^ institutions,  Hebrew  Rehabilitation  Center  for  Aged,  Marlborough  Hospital 

and  Springfield  Hospital  Medical  Center.  Current  plans  of  the  Authority 
call  for  a hospital  issue  of  approximately  $8,000,000  and  for  a university 
issue  of  about  $12,000,000.

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MASSACHUSETTS  HOUSING  FINANCE  AGENCY 


The  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency,  an  independent 
state  agency  in  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs,  was  established  in 
1968.  Chairman  of  the  MHFA  is  John  Ryan,  President,  Ryan,  Elliott  & 
Company,  and  the  Executive  Director  is  William  J.  White.  The  Agency  is 
governed  by  the  chairman  and  six  other  members  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

The  purpose  is  to  grant  both  construction  and  permanent  loans 
at  below  conventional  market  rates  to  increase  the  quality  and  quantity 
of  low-  and  moderate-income  housing  units  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  loans 
are  restricted  to  90  percent  of  the  entire  project  cost  for  limited 
dividend  sponsors,  but  may  extend  to  100  percent  of  the  cost  for  a non- 
profit sponsor.  To  be  eligible  for  an  MHFA  loan,  at  least  25  percent 
of  the  units  in  each  project  must  be  for  low-income  residents,  while  the 
remaining  75  percent  are  for  individuals  with  varied  income. 

As  of  June  30,  1972,  the  MHFA's  total  activity  included  the 
complete  or  partial  construction  of  13,414  units  in  91  developments. 
Outstanding  commitments  represent  a promise  to  help  finance  construction 
of  9,486  more  units.  The  MHFA  has  also  joined  with  HUD  to  finance  1,500 
additional  housing  units. 

The  MHFA  funds  its  construction  and  permanent  mortgage  loans 
through  the  sale  of  tax-exempt  notes  and  bonds  to  private  investors. 

The  investments  are  secured  by  a pledge  of  the  mortgages  on  the  housing 
developments  and  by  revenues  derived  from  those  mortgages.  The  bonds 
are  also  backed  by  a capital  reserve  fund.  In  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1972,  the  Agency  approved  81  development  proposals,  and  commit- 
ments totalling  $294,752,541  were  issued  to  finance  13,306  units. 
Forty-seven  loans  were  closed  to  start  construction  of  6,732  units,  thus 
representing  $142,178,569  in  MHFA  investments.  The  funds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  Agency's  bonds  served  to  establish  a capital  reserve 
fund,  as  well  as  to  secure  long-term  mortgage  loans  for  10  additional 
developments  containing  1,082  housing  units.

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MASSACHUSETTS  PORT  AUTHORITY 


The  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  was  created  by  an  act  of  the 
General  Court  in  1956  "and  activated  in  1959."  Massport  operates  the 
Port  of  Boston  facilities,  Logan  International  Airport,  Hanscom  Field  in 
Bedford,  and  the  Tobin  Memorial  Bridge,  under  the  management  of  Executive 
Director  Mr.  Edward  J.  King  and  a seven-man  board  chaired  by  Dr.  James 
Alan  Fay.  The  Authority  is  also  empowered  to  investigate  the  necessity 
for  additional  facilities  for  the  development  and  improvement  of  commerce 
in  the  Greater  Boston  area,  and  for  the  more  expeditious  handling  of  such 
commerce.  In  the  period  since  its  activation,  Massport  has  spent  nearly 
$350  million  for  operation  and  development  projects. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1972,  the  Authority's  total 
revenue  and  investment  income  was  $31.7  million,  of  which  $30  million  came 
from  revenues  of  its  facilities.  Current  expenses  totaled  $12.4  million 
while  $5.5  million  went  for  interest  on  bonds;  $8  million  for  debt  service 
exclusive  of  interest,  and  $3.1  million  was  used  for  improvement  and 
extension  of  facilities. 

Airport  properties  were  the  largest  revenue  producers  --  $21.5 
million.  Tobin  Memorial  Bridge  produced  $5.5  million. 

Logan  International  Airport,  the  largest  of  Massport 's  activities, 
had  275,000  flights  in  this  period;  transported  10,000,000  passengers  and 
290,000,000  pounds  of  cargo. 

Massport  estimated  that  the  direct  economic  contribution  of  Logan 
Airport  to  the  area  during  1972  will  be  approximately  $210  million.

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MASSACHUSETTS  TURNPIKE  AUTHORITY 


The  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  was  created  in  1952  by  the 
General  Court  with  the  primary  function  to  provide  a safe  and  efficient 
network  of  highway  and  tunnel  facilities  at  specified  locations  in 
Massachusetts.  The  Authority  consists  of  a board  of  three  members,  each 
of  whom  is  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  a term  of  eight  years.  John  T. 
Driscoll  is  Chairman  and  exercises  extensive  direction  of  the  Authority's 
operations . 


The  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  operates  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike,  the  Boston  Extension,  and  the  Callahan-Sumner  Tunnels.  The 
Initial  Turnpike,  opened  to  traffic  in  1957,  stretches  123.3  miles  from 
the  New  York  State  line  to  Route  128  in  Weston.  Sumner  Tunnel  was  acquired 
from  the  City  of  Boston  in  1959  and  the  Lt.  William  F,  Callahan,  Jr.  Tunnel 
was  constructed  and  opened  to  traffic  on  November  11,  1961.  The  Boston 
Extension  of  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  extends  11.9  miles  from  Route  128 
in  Weston  to  downtown  Boston. 

The  Massachusetts  Turnpike,  the  Boston  Extension,  and  the 
Callahan-Sumner  Tunnels  were  financed  by  revenue  bonds  totaling  over  five 
hundred  million  dollars.  Neither  the  faith  and  credit,  nor  the  taxing 
power  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  of  any  political  subdivision 
thereof  is  pledged  to  payment  of  the  principal  or  interest  of  these  bonds. 
All  funds  for  maintenance,  operation  and  policing  of  these  facilities,  as 
well  as  principal  and  interest  pa3rments  on  the  bonds  issued,  come  solely 
from  tolls  and  other  revenues  paid  by  users  of  the  facilities.  As  of 
September  15,  1972,  the  Authority  has  retired  $69,486,000  in  bonds, 
leaving  a total  of  $440,314,000  still  outstanding. 

The  Authority  has  929  full-time  employees,  including  84  members 
of  the  Uniformed  Branch  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Police.  Additionally, 
the  Authority  employs  part-time  help  in  varying  numbers  depending  on 
seasonal  and  traffic  requirements.  Total  wages  paid  by  the  Authority  in 
1971  amounted  to  $8,317,093.

METROPOLITAN  AREA  PLANNING  COIR4CIL 


The  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  was  created  by  the 
Legislature  in  1963  as  part  of  the  State  government  structure  and  was 
made  an  autonomous  agency  in  1970. 

Its  purpose  is  to  conduct  regional  planning  and  to  coordinate 
other  planning  efforts  in  Metropolitan  Boston  on  a regional  basis.  The 
Council  is  comprised  of  one  representative  from  each  of  the  101  member 
communities,  21  appointees  of  the  Governor  and  11  local,  state  and 
regional  agency  heads.  President  is  John  J.  McCarthy,  Town  Accountant 
and  Executive  Secretary,  Town  of  Wakefield,  and  the  Executive  Secretary 
is  Richard  M.  Doherty. 

The  MAPC  has  developed  regional  plans  and  proposals  for  the 
use  of  open  space  resources,  solid  waste  disposal,  regional  sewerage 
systems,  housing,  transportation  systems  and  provides  technical  assis- 
tance to  member  communities  in  these  areas.  The  Agency  also  holds 
periodic  meetings  to  bring  neighboring  communities  together  to  discuss 
common  problems  and  reviews  member  communities'  applications  for  Federa 
financial  assistance. 

Funding  for  the  MAPC  is  derived  from  an  assessment  on  member 
cities  and  towns,  but  not  exceeding  five  cents  per  capita.  The  1972 
assessment  totalled  $153,022.70.  The  Agency  also  receives  Federal  and 
State  grants  and  grants  from  private  foundations.

METROPOLITAN  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 


The  Metropolitan  District  Commission  was  created  in  1919  to 
assume  the  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  previously  held  by  the 
Metropolitan  Parks  Commission  and  the  Metropolitan  Water  and  Sewerage 
Board.  The  Commission  is  governed  by  a Commissioner,  John  W.  Sears, 
and  four  associate  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Governor.  Under  the 
reorganization  act  of  1969,  the  MDC  was  placed  in  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Affairs. 

The  MDC  serves  54  cities  and  towns  in  one  or  more  districts  -- 
33  for  water,  37  for  parks  and  recreation,  and  43  for  sewerage  --  with 
a combined  population  of  almost  2,500,000.  The  total  area  served  is 
596  square  miles. 

In  addition  to  central  administrative  functions,  the  MDC  has 
six  operational  divisions:  water,  sewerage,  engineering,  parks  and 

recreation,  parks  engineering,  and  police. 

The  general  purpose  of  the  water  division  is  to  provide  water 
to  member  communities  and  other  communities  as  can  be  reasonably  supplied. 
The  purpose  of  the  sewerage  division  is  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a system  of  sewerage  disposal  for  its  member  communities.  The 
engineering  division  plans,  designs,  and  constructs  new  facilities, 
extends  existing  facilities,  and  performs  major  repairs  to  the  works  and 
systems  which  constitute  the  water  and  sewerage  districts.  In  addition, 
the  engineering  division  plans,  designs  and  constructs  flood  control 
projects . 

The  parks  and  recreation  division  operates  and  maintains  parks, 
roadways  and  recreational  facilities,  and  directs  recreational  programs. 
The  principal  function  of  the  parks  engineering  division  is  to  provide 
engineering  services  in  construction,  major  repairs,  maintenance  and 
alterations  relating  to  park  facilities  and  roadways,  as  well  as  the 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  all  major  rivers  and  streams  within  the 
Metropolitan  Parks  district.  The  628-man  MDC  police  force  is  designed 
to  protect  MDC  property  and  patrol  12,500  acres  of  parkland  and  170 
miles  of  roadway. 

The  parks,  water  and  sewerage  districts  are  all  financed 
differently.  The  sewarage  district  assesses  member  towns  both  on  the 
basis  of  population  and  the  capacity  of  MDC  sewers.  The  water  district 
charges  member  towns  at  the  rate  of  $120  per  million  gallons  of  water, 
with  special  provisions  for  communities  not  in  the  district.  The  parks 
district  receives  funding  from  bond  issues,  the  State's  General  Fund, 
the  State  Highway  Fund,  and  assessments  on  member  towns.
